Admiral Prince Henry of 
Prussia to the United States, was to 
learn, for the guidance of Washington, 
whether in ally event Germany would 
take a resolute stand for equal trade 
opportunities. This inquiry resulted in 
obtaining from the very head of the 
German empire the impression that 
Germany, while willing to take an iden- 
tical attitude with the other powers for 
the •'open door," would not in a final 
instance oppose something that Russia 
really desired. This is the lirst principle 
of Germany's exterior policy, and it ap 
plies fully to the Asiatic question.

TO AVERT STRIKE. 

Conference Between Coal Workers and 
Mine Owners. 

New York, March 27.— Mine workers 
and mine owners of the anthracite field 
debated their differences for four hours 
today in a conference arranged by the 
conciliation committee of the national 
civic federation, lint the meeting was 
without result, save that the workers 
agreed not to strike on April 1, as de- 
creed by the Shamokin convention. 
There is to be further friendly discus- 
sion between the two interests, and Sen- 
ator Ilannn. as chairman of the indus- 
trial department of the federation, was 
empowered io call another conference at 
any favorable time within the next 30 
days. 

The workers asked for an increase in 
pay. shortening of the working hours to 
eight hours a day. and the adoption of a 
scale for the entire district. The oper- 
ators refused to grant the demands as 
to time and -pay. and declined to per- 
mit the complete unionizing of their 
properties. The operators offered to 
meet employees with grievances nt any- 
time, but insisted that there be no dis- 
tinction between union and non-union 
men. They also assorted that present 
market conditions did not warrant any 
increase in wages or a decrease in 
working time. 

Senator Hanna, Oscar Straus ami 
'Frank Duncan, a sub-committee named 
by the conciliators, arranged for the 
conference, which was held at the 
Church Mission house. The operators 
present -were W. II. Trnesdnle; presi- 
dent of the P. L. & W. railway; E. L. 
Thomas, chairman of the Board of 
Erie railway: Geo. S. liner, of the 
Reading road, and Robert Oliphnnt, 
president of I he F>. & R. Railway com- 
pany, white the spokesmen for the min- 
ers were John Mitchell! president nf the 
Fnitod "Mine Workers of America, and 
three district presidents of that organi- 
zation. Thomas uVienollas. .Tolin Fahy 
and Thomas PufFv. The discussion cov- 
ered the entire situation. When .Sena- 
tor Hanna enme from the conference 
room he said, iii the course of a short 
interview: ''An agreement seems like- 
ly." • 

President Mitchell sent a telegram to 
the secretaries of the anthracite dis- 
tricts tonight, explaining what the con- 
ference did and saying: "We are hope- 
ful that questions tit issue will be satis- 
factorily adjusted and strike averted."

gence. Naturally bis suggestions arc 
negatived by an assembly which does 
not understand his mental attitude, be- 
cause ii cannot, and which would not 
cure to adopt if it could. We are 
seriously afraid that the spectre of the 
member for liossland will interfere be- 
tween the members and their well-earn- 
ed repose; that it will haunt their rest 
with an inevitable reminder that they 
must return shortly to Victoria and to 
him. What a canker in the bud of a 
renewing spring, what a bitter reflection 
to poison the joys of home, the pleasures 
of business, or the delightful labors of 
agriculture! Every Legislative Assem- 
bly has its bores, but only the -British 
Columbia legislature a Curtis. He has 
taxed the patience and forbearance of 
the members of the 'House, both govern- 
ment and opposition, to the uttermost. 
He is beyond suggestion, repression or 
reproof. Now they have received a ten 
days' respite. We conjure them to for- 
get him for ten days, lest they should 
return to their labors unrefresbed by 
their holiday, and incapable of carrying 
on the business of the country.

Works at $147,500. Sow, if the com- 
petition is upon a foreign engineer's 
plan, for which we pay duty, but exclud- 
ing by way of consistency all foreign 
bridge builders, we may expect the 
bridge lo cost about $100,000, exclusive 
of temporary traffic arrangements and 
making up approaches. Of this sum 
some T."> per cent, wjjl be sent out of 
the town in foreign material carriage 
mid dutv, and when the work is com- 
plete, we shall have to shoulder the ad- 
ditional liability of some $1,200 per nu- 
llum for maintenance. The charges for 
interest and sinking fund make a con- 
tinuing liability after the original steei 
has disappeared.

What is 
then the absolute necessity If wo are to 
have provincial expansion, is home mark- 
ets, employments for millions of miners, 
fanners, artisans, merchants and for pro- 
fessional men, that can only be secured by 
a policy leading to the working of the 
mines, instead of one that stickles over an 
untenable "principle," — equItaWe mine tax- 
ation. There is not a man In the country 
In other lines of business that would nut 
willingly pay two or three times his pres- 
ent government taxation if only by so 
doing he could materially Increase his bus- 
iness. At the present It Is simply a case of 
(he iputlent dying while the doctors are 
wrangling over professional etiquette.

aged in a totally different manner to that 
above described, so thai the money donat- 
ed will make a npletely finished and up- 
to-date library, wlilch will be a credit to 
those who had the management In hand, 
and the city at large.

These people, 
however, overlook ninny Important facts 
in d -awing their conclusions, that have a 
vital bearing on the situation, for in- 
stance, the trust on the other side pays

for lead, while our s have to content them- 
selves wltli from SI. 15 to 81.00 tier cent for 
some lime past, and with but little assur- 
ance of much advance for some time to 
come; that owners have to pay heavy 
duties on candles, powder, all machinery 
and many hoarding house supplies. By 
duties 1 mean bigger prices when bought 
In local markets. Our producers are also 
mi'bjeeted to the operations of an eight- 
hour law that Imposes restrictions not 
foiiml In any other labor law in the world. 

You appear to Justify the tax on mines 
while milking no prollts, on the ground that 
men In other walks have to pay poll and 
other taxes, even when not earning wages 
or making money; but you lose sight'of the 
fact that In the latter eases there Is no one 
atTeeted bv the Idleness but the men them- 
selves, while by the stoppage of the mines, 
iiiid to a large extent by the operation of 
ilils lax, Bhe whole country Is made to 
miner. The tax may appear a small item 
lo some, as ii apparently does to you. but 
Mr. <i. K. Martin of Kaslo. haa given you 
Instanced in Which It amounts to '2-1 per 
cent of the prollts; and I have been shown 
Instances In which this tax combined with 
Hie limber dues, amounted to more than 
the prollts sent to tile shareholders.

The 
government must, of course, have revenue, 
bin Unit can i>(> got In n more equitable 
way than 'bv "killing tile hen that lays the 
"olden egg.''' da turning to the public ac- 
counts I find Hint for the year ending the 
HOth of June last, the entire personal prop- 
erly of the province (and 1 believe this Is 
the only province In confederation in which 
personal taxes are not given to the mu- 
nicipalities when collected in thenO yielded 
but $92,150 to the provincial treasury. For 
nil the other provinces personal property, 
like real estate, is assessed at Its proper 
value and pays the same rate of taxation 
yearly less than 15 mills on the dollar. If 
our government adopted the same usage, 
an assessment nf $0,000,000. easily got n 
either Vancouver or Victoria, would yield 
as much as is now collected In the province 
altogether. Extended to the rest of the 
province the svslem would easily raise half 
a million, and In which case the mines 
could be heated more leniently.

was sincere and substant'iil. Notwithstand- 
ing the prophetic assertions of the govern- 
in, oil's opponents that tin" scheme was u 
"fake.'' worked up for winning a vital elec- 
tion, and that P would be shelved at leis- 
ure, the government s'horllv after this elec- 
tion brought down a contract covering nil 
that had been promised the electors, and It 
simply remains for the legislature to pass 
a bill embodying the terms of the con- 
tract, ll cannot lie gainsaid that both con- 
tracting parties have fulfilled their prom- 
ises. This Is fully apparent to the readers 
of Hie dally press, ami I nm of the belief 
that the great majority of these readers, 
like myself, are thoroughly satisfied with 
the result. 

As a reader of the dally papers, I most 
emphatically resent the Insult to my In- 
telligence contained In an editorial In' the 
Times last evening. Tile individual who 
directs the policy of that paper must be 
possessed of i lie Idea that his readers arc 
devoid of common sense and ordinary reas- 
oning powers. Otherwise he would not 
have given publicity to statements that 
are altogether unwarranted by fact and arc 
grossly personal In character. He asks his 
readers to believe that the members of the 
government, and especially Col. Prior, are 
political tricksters: that the Premier is a 
boodler; that Mr. Greinshlelds Is a clever 
fakir; that the scheme was tiie result of 
a political emergency, anil would never be 
carried out. At any rale the Times Is pre- 
pared to do all and sundry to prevent It. 
On the part of the government we have 
men who are all very largely concerned In 
the welfare of the province, whose Inter- 
ests are so great that they would be affect- 
ed beneficially or detrimentally, <is the 
country prospered or suffered. It Is reason- 
able to assume that even If we credit them 
with acting from the narrow standpoint of 
self-interest, that they have made the best 
agreement possible for the construction of 
the railway. The other party to the con- 
tract Is the Mackenzie ,V Mann syndicate 
or company, the greatest tlrm of railway 
contractors In Canada. Tiny are represent- 
ed here by Mr. lireenshlelds, on,- of the 
leading lawyers of Canada, and Mr. T. (i. 
II, ,11, ii member of the company. The 
Times lirst asks it- readers to believe that 
Ibis wealthy corporation retained Mr. 
(Jreenshlelds' services, that Mr. Mann paid 
a visit to Viet, ol.,. and thai IMr. Holt was 
present here for the sole purpose of nutting 
iif> a "fake" scheme In order that the Duns- 
inulr government might be successful In 
the Victoria election. It then asked Its 
readers to believe that the government was 
corrupt and tricky, and never Intended to 
cuter Into a valid contract, and that such a 
document would never be laid on the table 
or the House. The contract is entered 
Into and produced, and the Times again 
questions the good failh of tiie contracting 
parties, and If they do intend building the 
road, is of opinion that the province is mak- 
ing a bad bargain, the public are being 
robbed of their heritage and suggests that 
the Ottawa government, of which the chief 
owner of the Times Is an ornamental 
•member, will step In and protect British 
Columbia from the spoiler. The language 
Is so hysterical and denunciatory that one 
Is almost tempted to believe that Spilth 
Curtis lias taken editorial charge of the 
paper. Mr. (ireeushlelds Is given a liberal 
share of abuse, ami Mackenzie & Mann are 
described as "chartermongers." This coin- 
ing from tiie paper that supported Mr. Bod- 
well In his successful deception of Victoria, 
and his unsuccessful raids upon the provin- 
cial treasury. Is certainly not. without an 
element of the humorous. 

As a reader ami well-wisher of tiie Times, 
I would suggest in, the llrst place that a 
reasonable amount of Intelligence and dis- 
cretion be accorded its readers, and In the 
second, that It sillies Its bitterness and 
venom that Is present In Its editorial sys- 
tem, anil make an honest endeavor lo ills 
cuss the railway question from a common 
sense standpoint. lis present course Is 
being condemned on every side as being In- 
imical to the Interests of the city which 
supports it and to the general weal of the 
province. Some latitude is allowed to both 
newspapers and Individuals in a heated 
election contest, hut when a newspaper 
continues to abuse and discredit all and 
everything emanating from political oppon- 
ents, without any semblance of reason for 
its conduct. It win surely be condemned 
and discredited bv the great majority.

GOOD FRIDAY. 

Origin of the Yearly Commemoration of 
the Crucifixion. 

Good Friday, the usual English name 
for the day observed throughout the 
greater part of Christendom as the an- 
niversary or the passion and death of 
Christ, is being celebrated by the usual 
special services in the churches of this 
city today, as well as by the usual fish- 
ing parties, to which for many years 
the day has been especially devoted. 

The origin of the custom of a yearly 
commemoration of tho crucifixion is in- 
volved iu some obscurity, although it 
may .be regarded as almost certain that 
amongst the lirst Christians, the Church 
in Jerusalem, it almost imperceptibly 
grew out of the old habit of annually 
celebrating the Passover of Egypt on 
the 1-1 th day of the month Nisan, and 
of the observing of the "days of un- 
leavened bread - ' from the loth to the 
21st of that month. In the Gentile 
churches on the other hand, it seems to 
be well-established that originally no 
yearly cycle of festivals and fasts was 
known at all. The weekly observance 
of tho Lord's Day, however, became 
universal at a very early date, and the 
practice of giving special prominence to 
Faster Sunday was well established in 
Egypt and Western Europe, with a 
hundred years after the Lord's death. 
Upon this >point, however, for many 
years some divergence of opinion existed 
between the Christians of Europe and 
of Asia, and it was not until 32ii A. 
D. that a circular letter was framed at 
the council of Nieia urging a uniform ob- 
servance of Good Friday and Easter 
Sunday. 

From the earliest period of its observ- 
ance the day was marked by a specially 
rigorous fast, as well as Iby a tendency 
towards greater simplicity in the public 
services of the church. Tile altars and 
olliciating clergy were also draped in 
black, this being the only day in the 
church's year that this color was toler- 
ated, and' the "seven last words" of the 
Saviour were the accustomed topics of 
meditation, lu the Greek chureh, the 
Good Friday fast, is excessively strict! 
and in Lutheran churches the organ is 
silent for that day. 

Amongst the Presbyterians and the 
dissenters in the Did Country, this clay, 
though not observed for centuries, h 
now beginning to ho accorded some mea- 
sure of recognition.

Iteporl of a Battle— Warned Out of Brit 
ish Ports. 

Willeinstnd. Island of Cnrncon. March 
'JT.-Tt was learned here today that the 
Venezuelan government has received a 
report to the effect that Gen. Varolii de- 
feated the revolutionists under Monlilla 
in the state of Coro, who have been try- 
ing lo effect a junction with Gen. Riera 
(len. Itiern is said to have suffered 
heavy losses at the hands of the gov- 
ernment forces. 

News reached here today that the 
British legation in Caracas has notified 
the government of Venezuela that the 
governor id' the British island of Trini- 
dad bus been instructed not to permit 
the presence of the revolutionary steam- 
er Bolivar at Port of Spain, or in the 
British West Indies, in the future. 

Under these instructions the Bolivar 
will not be allowed to roal at Port of 
Spain. She will probably leave Veue- 
•/iielnn waters immediately. She nitty 
proceed to the French island of M-ir- 
tiniiiue. The execution of these orders 
will place the revolutionary steamer in 

a critical situation. 

Venezuelan officials consider that the 
usefulness id' the Bolivar to the revolu- 
tionists is greatly hampered because of 
the presence lit Fort of Spain of the 
Venezuelan gunboats Miranda, Bolivar 
and Zumbntior. These vessels are un- 
der steam day and night and are ready 
to attack the revolutionary ship out- 
side British waters.

iMr. Justice Walkem refused to ud- 
journ the commission for such reason, 
and proceeded to have Air. Greenshields 

" Mr. Greenshields ibegau : by stating that 
he hud in connection with this contract 
acted on behalf of .Messrs. Mackenzie 
& Mann solely. AM through the negotia- 
tions with the government he had rep- 
resented these people while the rights 
of the province had been in the hands 
of the Attorney-General. Since the 
negotiations with the government had 
been under way, he had always Ibeen on 
the other side. The Canadian Northern, 
under their charter, could only build up 
to the YeUowhead Pass, as the charter 
to the Coast was held by the Edmonton 
i*c Yukon company, and «o the contract 
bad to be made with them. 

Any such thin?,' us a dual capacity he 
absolutely denied, I'm- while il was true 
that he 'had represented the province, 
that was only true regarding other mat- 
ters, aud not with this one. He had 
represented the iprovince with reference 
to the question of better terms, which 
the government was striving to obtain 
from the Ottawa government. Again 
touching the proposed purchase of the 
IBsnuiuinlt & Nanaimo road, he had rep- 
resented Messrs. 'Mackenzie & Mann, 
and not the government of the province, 
or the Premier. So far the negotiations 
for the purchase had amounted to noth- 
ing but the New York parties had not 
as vet had much chance to discuss so 
important a transaction, and something 
might come of it yet. lie himself might 
go to iNeiv York and see General Hub- 
bard. The details of the offer should 
not he considered, be made public, as so 
far that was a mutter 'between Mr. 
iDuusniuir and himself. 

iMr. iBond suggested that this was a 
material point, and His Lordship thought 
that Mr. Greenshields might just as well 
tell all about it. 

Continuing, then, Mr- Green slue ids 
stated that Mr. Dunsmuir was willing to 
sell out the whole .property, line, ter- 
minals, stations, telegraph, rolling stock, 
etc., for $2,000,000, and to turn over 
the charter of the Coniox & Cape .Scott 
road for nothing. When the matter 
bad come up first, he had found Mr. 
Ihinsmuii- unwilling to sell the property, 
but be had pressed the matter, and it 
uad reached its present stage. The gov- 
ernment, however, bad played absolute- 
ly no part in this matter, and through- 
out it all be bad acted as the agent of 
Messrs. Mackenzie & i.Mnnn. The nego- 
tiations had been conducted by means 
of interviews and were not ia writing. 

To Mr. Bond's question, Mr. Green- 
shields replied that there was no corres- 
pondence between himself and the gov- 
ernment, or any member of it with ref- 
erence to this railway contract. There 
was nothing in writing except the drafts 
of the contracts themselves, nor had 
there been any preliminary negotiations 
'before tie had come out here. While act- 
ing for the British Columbia government 
regarding the securing of 'better terms 
from the Dominion government, he bad 
met 'Mr. Wells in Montreal last October. 
They had gone to Toronto together, and 
bad' talked over the question of railways 
with .Messrs. Mackenzie .V .Mann, when 
it had been determined that he and Mr. 
Mann should go out to the Coast in the 
winter. Afterwards be bad seen a tele- 
gram from the Chief Commissioner of 
Lands and Works, asking him to conic 
out and bring Mr. Mann along. This 
was some time in February, 

die had represented Messrs. Macken- 
zie & iMann for quite a while in their 
railway operations, and had often dis- 
cussed 'British Columbia railway mat- 
ters with them. That linn had been 
loathe, however, to set about extending 
their railway system to the coast, (be- 
cause of the unsettled estate of provin- 
cial politics. He had. however, endeav- 
ored to persuade them that the govern- 
ment possessed snflieient strength to 
carry on a stable administration, and 
that it would be safe for contractors to 
go ahead under them. 
There were no writings connected with 

the negotiations, as so far as thi n- 

trnct was concerned one for ten mil- 
lions was quite as simple as one for tell 
dollars. It was in either ease a matter 
of but two or three sections. He had 
never had aiiv written instructions from 
Messrs. Mackenzie A- Mann. 

With the American shareholders in 
the Esquininlt & Nn'Miimo rond he had 
not as yet had any dealings, but he un- 
derstood that Mr. Shepherd, who repre- 
sented them, had declined to enter into 
any negotiations regarding the sale. 

He then offered to produce any docu- 
ments which were in his possession, but 
added that the draft contracts were 
about all that there were. This lead to 
another appeal from Mr. Bond for all 
•he documents in the case, whether from 
Mr. Greenshields, the government, or 
from any other source. 

Mr. Curtis then complained that the 
notice of the sitting of the commission 
had not been sullicient ly long, as it bad 
not given hint a chance to prepare his 
case and to consult his counsel as to its 
details. He then requested to he per- 
mitted to cross-examine Mr. Green- 
shields, to which the Judge readily con- 
sented. 

Mr. Curtis then asked the witness 
if he had represented the government 
between the 2T>th of February and the 
10th of March of this year, to which 
Mr. Greenshields replied that he hud, 
but only in the specific way already ex- 
plained. 

Mr. Cu.tis — Xot in connection with 
their railway negotiations? 

Mr. Greenshields— Xo. 

Mr. Curtis — Then if the statement 
were made by a minister of the crown 
that in this matter you were the .ac- 
credited agent of the government, that 
would not be true? 

This question led to considerable cross- 
firing, and Mr. Greenshields could not 
be got to s ; \y more than that he was 
not responsible for the utterances of any 
of the ministers. He was only ago.it 
for Messrs, Mackenzie & Mimn in the 
case. 

To other questions of Mr. Curtis the 
witness stated that so far the Edmonton 
& Yukon hail built no track, and that 
he did not know how large its capital 
was, but he knew that Mackenzie & 
Mann money was behind it. On his ar- 
rival hero ho had told Col. l'rior that 
the contract had been signed by this 
road and not by the Canadian Northern. 

The !?2,000,000 purchase money for the 
• Esquimalt & Nanaimo was on a bend 
bnsis. He had had no previous deal- 
ings with Mr. Dunsmuir about this, and 
find never suggested any tralHo arrange- 
ment over the Esqnimalt & Nanainio. 
They might have undertaken to parallel 
it and still make connections with the 
Coniox it Cape Scott, us the govern- 
ment particularly desired. The negoti- 
Otlonn about the E. & X. began with bis 
firm visit to the Const. Mr. Greon- 
*lileldn Ihen left the witness stand. 

Mr, Bond argued for some time for 
an Mdjoiinimetil of two or three days' 
ifmo to allow bin to study the con- 
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tracts anil other papers in reference to 
the matter, and Mr. Cassidy objected 
to the delay, arguing that. it was not fair 
to keep Mr. Greenshields here, unless 
there was a valid reason for such a 
course; if so, he would have him kept 
a month if necessary. For some time 
Messrs. Bond and Cassidy rose to speak 
in this connection, being interrupted 
again and again by the learned Commis- 
sioner, who said he understood the posi- 
tion of the counsel, and did not want the 
time of the commission delayed with 
speeches. 

••But," said Mr. Bond— and the learn- 
ed Commissioner interpolated, "Will you 
please sit down, Mr. Bond? I do liol 
want the lawyers to take charge of this 
commission. 1 will now examine Mr. 
Smith Curtis." 

"I may say that my client said 

Mr. Bond. 

"Oh, ves, I know; but I wish to ex- 
amine your client and not his counsel," 
said the Commissioner. "I must re- 
quest you to remain quiet for a time, 
Mr. Bond." . , 

Then Mr. Curtis rose in his place be- 
side his counsel, and said that he was 
not ready to proceed. 

"Will you please step into the witness 
box, Mr. Curtis''" . 

Instead of doing so, Mr. Curtis be- 
gan to speak, and had not got fairly 
started, when the learned Commission- 
er interrupted, and said that he did not 
want Mr. Curtis to make a speech, but 
to step into the witness box. Mr. Curtis 
then did so and was sworn. 

The learned Commissioner said: "Mr. 
Curtis, you have made a number of 
charges 'before the House; it is unneces- 
sary to read them now, and this royal 
commission has been appointed to hear 
those charges on their merits. Have 
you anv information that Mr. Green- 
shields acted in a dual capacity for the 
government and the Canadian Northern 
railway i" connection with this matter?' 

Mr. Curtis— Before answering. I would 
like to say 

The Commissioner— Please answer 
first and qualify your answer after- 
wards. You are a lawyer, Mr. Curtis, 
and understand the procedure. 

Mr, Curtis— I understand that I came 
Into the witness box to explain

that road. As a matter of fact, there 
was as vet no sale of the E. & N. rail- 
way, although there had been certain 
propositions for its purchase. The first 
proposition had come as an offer from 
the other parties. His own offer bad 
been for the sale at $2,000,000 cash, ami 
it had been met by one for that sum in 
,", per cent, bonds. Following on these 
some correspondence had taken place be- 
tween the witness and his associates in 
New York, which was as follows:

city. At that meeting Mr. Ihiusmuh 
hail mentioned $2,000,000 us the price 
of the K. & N. rond. 

To Mr. Bond— Mr. l'rior had asked 
them to go over in order to be assured 
of bis own bona tides in the matter, and 

nl f the sincerity of the government. 

Besides the telegrams they had seen 
the contract signed by Win. Mackenzie 
to build the Canadian Northern. He 
bad not rend it through, as it was rather 
iong. but Mr. Todd bin! looked il over. 
These two telegrams and the contract 
were all the documents that they bad 
seen. On that occasion Mr. Green- 
shields was also present, and told them 
that he desired to bring the Canadian 
Northern down into this city over the 
h'.. A- N. The Premier had also assured 
them of his desire to bring a through 
road down into this city, and on such 
assurances as these and the documents 
which they had seen he bad considered 
himself quit*! justified in signing the 
letter which had been published before 
the recent election. 

William Munsie was next called. He 
had been over with Mr. MeQuudo at the 
parliament buildings and quite agreed 
with what that gentleman had just 
said. Ho could only add further em- 
phasis to the remarks about Mr. Duns- 
muir's desire to bring the road into Vic- 
toria. Tiny had seen the telegrams, 
and afterwards, at the Drinrd, Mr. 
Greenshields had shown them the con- 
tract signed by Mr. Win. Mackenzie, nnd 
had explained to them the method fol- 
lowed bv the Canadian Northern in its 
big project. Regarding the 10. & N.. 
they had been told that Mr. Mann 
would not he satisfied with running pow- 
ers, but wanted to buy it outright. 

He had -ecu or heard nothing, how- 
ever, which would suggest to hiin that 
Mr. Dunsniuir was attempting to make 
something out of this contract. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Bond, 
he said that he bad gone over to this 
meeting at Mr. Todd's instance, as Col. 
l'rior appeared to fear that the contract 
might be thought by some people to be 
simply a political dodge, and he want- 
ed their opinion e.s to the genuineness 
of the matter. No politics were discuss- 
ed at the meeting. He had been very 
glad himself to have the opportunity 
of finding out something about it. and 
to find that it was really a genuine pro- 
ject, and that the government were sin- 
cere in their intentions about bringing 
a road in from the Yellowheild Pas: 
Victoria.

executed by ..Mr. Mackenzie. He -\ 
also convinced that they would 
every effort to have the matters carl' 
through to completion. And so he had 
signed the letter, although he bad not 
done so for the purposes of publication. 

The Hon. Mr. Wells, chief commis- 
sioner of Lands and Works, was then 
called, when Mr. Justice Walkem said 
that it was now 1 o'clock, and us Mr 
Curtis could not be present, the Kedis- 
tribution bill being on at the legislature 
ill thai time, he thought that the com- 
mission might well he adjourned until 
Sat unlay. 

At the instance of Mr. Cassidy. how- 
ever.

Mr. Wells then produced some letters 
arranging interviews, etc., with regard 
to the Canadian Northern railway nego- 
tiations. He was then closely examined 
on the question of correspondence, but 
could produce nothing more in that line. 
Of the contract for the building of the 
Canadian Northern, his department bad 
a draft which had originally been sub- 
mitted to Messrs. Mackenzie & Mann, 
as well as the contract already brought 
down. These would be brought down 
on Saturday.
